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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Attorney's arguments, filed November 21 , 2006, 
have been fully considered. However, the rejections set forth in the previous Office action are still believed to be proper for the reasons 
previously advanced. Moreover, it is noted that Carlson (US 803,741) discloses that "either form of anchoring members (5) or (6) attached 
to the lower end thereof as may be deemed most efflceint and desirable", page 1, lines 51-54. This clearly implies removability. 
Nevertheless. Carlson's "silence" with respect to the ground anchors and posts is also noticeably in direct contrast to the express 
disclosure at page 1, lines 74-76, that head (15) is permanently connected to rail-sections (8) and the express disclosure at page 1, lines 
65-67, that members (8) and (9) may be secured in permanent relationship to the posts. Accordingly, if Carlson meant "permanent" for 
the attachment of the anchors to the posts, such would have been stated.
